Year Of Medicare 


One year of ^ledicare indicates that it is not as 
much of a mess as its worst critics pi*edicted it would 
be, that it does have some busrs and delays in it: that 
the old folks grouse about its deductions and that the 
medical profession doesn’t “support or endorse it.” 


With such a basic welfare concept it is not possible 
to go back, only fomard. It would be political hara kiri 
to suggest its end or even serious reform and the pros­ 
pect is all for growth — more benefits, free drugs, 
more beneficiaries, less deductions. 


Of more importance tlian the minor problems of 
tills huge medical service to the elderly is its implica­ 
tions for the future.

Dr. A. M. Butler, former president of the American 
Pediatric Society, chairman of the Physicians Forum 
and visiting professor at Stanford University Medical 
School, says: “The (medical) profession must come to 
recognize that medical care is now becoming the right of 
all and that national health programs are making care 
available to all.” This, he suggests will require more 
group practice, and more efficient use of existing per­ 
sonnel. 


The traditions of medical charity, says I>r. Butler, 
have undergone little basic change in the United States 
over the last century until recently, in contrast to m any 
countries with better moi-tality ratings than the United 
States. We have developed a piecemeal public medical 
program “with duplication, gaps and lack of coordina­ 
tion which have affected the quality and economy of 
U. S. medicine.**
